was similarly unintended by those 
who robbed her.

Senators of all parties concede 
that the Senate cannot compe!

At the same time the Demo- 
crats and mest of the Progressives 
insist that Denby “as guilty of 
grees negiect, if nothing worse, and 
ts not a fit man toe bave at the 
head of the Navy Department 
when the naval oi! reserves are re- 
etered to its jurisdiction.

The St. Louisan, in declaring his 
candidacy, outlined his platform as 
a pledge to “the continued devel- 
opment of the State of Missouri 
through vigorous promotion of road 
construction, with adequate main- 
tenance; liberal support of the 
State’s eleemosynary and correc- 
tional institutions; co-operation 
with farmers in obtaining better 
marketing conditions; control of 
public expenditures through bud- 
get system; consolidation of relat- 
ed offices to increase efficiency and 
decrease cost; assistance in water- 
way development, especially in im- 
provement .of the Missouri River: 
enactment of a fair 
compensation law; better regula- 
tion of elections and a fair senato- 
rial and congressional redistrict- 
ing.”’ 

Two in Race So Far. 

Lloyd is the second Republican 
to announce for Governor, Sam A 
Baker of Jefferson City, former 
State Superintendent of Schools, 
having entered the race some time 
ago. Unless State Auditor Hack- 
mann should get in, Republican 
politicians expect no further en- 
tries, no other candidate being in 
s:'ght at present. 

Lloyd, who was born in St. Clair 
County, Ill., in 1863, has spent the 
greater part of his life in St. 
Louis and since 1895, when he be- 
gan a four-year tenure in the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly; has been active 
in Republican politics. He was a 
State Representative from St. 
Louis in 1909.and 1911, 
publican floor leader of the House 
in both sessions, At various times 
he has been a member of both the 
Republican City Committee and 
the Republican State Committee. 

Elected Lieutenant-Governor in 
1920, Lloyd dominated the Legis- 
lative session of 1921, forming the 
alliances by which Gov. Hyde's 
consolidation program was forced 
through the Legislature, only to be 
defeated later through a réferen- 
dum invoked by the Democratic 
State Committee. 


Hyde Backing Still Uncertain. 


Whether. Lloyd will have the 
backing of the State administra- 
tion in his present ambition, yet 
1r€mains uncertain, though influ- 
ences powerful with Gov. Hyde, 
among them Chairman Theodore 
Gary of the State Highway Com- 
mission, are reported to have 
urged such action. Members of 
the Republican City Committee of 
St. Louis, having taken a lesson 
from their disastrous alliance 
formed with E. E. E. McJimsey of 
Springfield, early in the _  pre- 
primary campaign of 1920, are 
maintaining a discreet silence as to 
their gubernatorial leanings at this 
time, They want to be sure which 
way the breezes are wafting. 

From the complexion of Lloyd’s 
other backing in St. Louis and the 
fact that State Senator Peter 
Anderson, Frank Warner and Wil- 
liam F. Delepheuer, Republicans, 
have signed Lloyd's petitions, it is 
expected that the St. Louis can- 
didate will obtain substantial sup- 
port from the committee.

Don’t overswing. Keep the left 
arm as straight as possible and en- 
deavor to complete the stroke with- 
out bending the elbow of the left 
arm during any part of the stroke. 
This suggestion doesn’t mean you 
must keep the left arm rigid. There 
ls a difference between keeping it 
fairly straight and keeping it rigid. 

Of course it should be needless 
eye on the 
ball. Nevertheless, more brassie 
shots are missed because of lifting 
the head and of hurrying the swing 
than any other reasons I know of. 


Keep Elbows Close. 


In order to make sure of getting 
the ball into the air think of hitting 
through the ball. Do not try to 
take the ball cleanly from the turf 
with the club head, but rather drive 
it downward as if you were going to 
smash the ball into the ground. 

Many golfers use their brassies 
for their second shots, regardless 
of conditions. Even if you are 200 
yards or more from the green it is 
better to make sure of getting off 
a good shot with an iron and de- 
pending on your chip shot for your 
par, rather than miss with the 
brassie. In that case you will have 
a much longer shot to green for 
your third and if the course is 
trapped’ property you very likely 
will be In trouble. 

If you have a down-hill lie and 
you want to use your brassie, ad- 
dress the ball fairly well forward 
of the center line of the feet. If 
you have an_uphill lie play the ball 
more off the right foot.

A HERO OF PEACE. ) 

This is the day appointed to. commemorate the 
passing of a great man whose mind aiid heart and 
dauntless spirit were devoted to the service of his 
fellow men. 

The man himself has passed. beyond the tur- 
moil Of life and labor. Death has sealed his rec- 
ord, stilled the tempest that beat about his head 
and swept away the mists of passion and prejudice. 

In the clean, serene air df peace that death brings 
we are able to take the true measure of Woodrow 
Wilson’s worth and work. Unimpértant and trivial 
things fall away. Only the vital things that he 
planned and wrought remain. _ 

What is the great thing, the vital thing, in the 
work of Wilson, that placed him above all men of 
bis time and made him the foremost man and the 
dominant force of his age? 

It was his conception of a new order of society 
and civilization, in which by international covenant 
right and reason ahd law would be substituted 
for might and ambition and greed in international 
relations and the settlement of internatiofial dis- 
putes. The plan combined two definite objects— 

To maintain peace by co-operation of the na- 
tions. 

To establish international law as the rule of 
conduct among nations. 

This conception of a higher order of civiliza- 
tion was born in the storm and stress of war. 

‘ It, is not because Wilson was a great war lord, 
who led. his people to victory, that men and women 
everywhere are mourning his death and honoring 
his memory; it is not because he roused his people 
to the greatest war stroke the world has known; 
it is not because he marshalled the largest army 
and navy in history; it is because of the use he 
made of the army and navy, and the moral and ma- 
terial forces of his people. . 

It is because he turned a war of conquest into 
‘@ war to end -war; because he made the war a cru- 
sade for the rights of man and the cause of hu- 
manity. 

We must judge Woodrow Wilson by his motives 
and purposes, by the ends he sought. in making 
war. Never was there such exalted leadership; 
never’ was a people brought. to such a height of 
righteous purpose. Wilson cleansed is heart of 
ambition. He stripped the nation’ of ‘selfish inter- 
ests, He thrust aside all thought of spoil. He 
planned a victory of magnanimity, a peace of 
justice, - ; 

He became the spiritual leader, not only of his 
countrymen but of all men who:loved mercy and 
sought justice and peace. He inspired his fellow 
men with his own passion for equity and freedom 
and fumanity.. ‘They saw with him the vision of 
a& new earth, smiling in the sunshine of peate and 
plenty.. God grant that that vision may never fade 
away. 7” 

It is given to few men to lend distinction to the 
age in’ which they live. The reign of Augustus 
Caesar, was. called the Golden Age, because the 
sword was gheathed and peace, prevailed in the 
world. Thad was a peace of might. Justice was 
not taken into account. 

‘ Wilson strove for the peace of right. Its founda- 
tion is justice. His age will be known as the age 
in which men began to plan for permanent, just 
peace, and to abolish war. Wilson’s thought has 
changed the current of human thought. Never 
again will wars of conquest be glorious. Never 
again will the secret diplomacy of deceit and 
greed prevail. Never again will nations aearcpare 
public opinion. 

Wilson; was aw idealist’ and a Sacaan but he 
was a practical idealist. He took into the labora- 
tory of his mind and heart the ideals and dreams 
that men had cherished for cepturies.of suffering 
and welded them into a concrete plan.to assure the 
peace they sought. That plan is now working out 
the ultimate salvation of society from the destruc- 
tion of war. 

Great Americans have served their country. 
Great Americans have served mankind by’ serving 
their couiitry. Wilson was the first great Amer- 
ican who enlisted in the service of all mankind.

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WILD LIFE OR WASTE? 

Representative Hawes of St. Louis has had in- 
serted in the Congressional Record an explanation 
of his bill for fish and game propagation. THe 
bill, which is sponsored by the Izaak Walton 
League, now approaching a membership of 2,000.- 
000, particdlarly interests St. Louis as a river city. 
It calls for purchase by the Government of 250,000 
acres of Mississippi River bottom lands lying be- 
tween Rock Island, [il., and Wabasha, Minn. The 
land would be placed under control of the Depart- 
ments of Commerce and Agrictlture as a game and 
fish preserve. The! pufchase would be made sub- 
ject to the approval of the Legislatures of the sur- 
rounding states of Illinois, Iowa, Minnesota and 
Wisconsin, 

The object of the bill would be to preserve these 
lands in their hatural state or permit them to revert 
to such state. They have proven unsuccessful for 
agriculture, but, under present conditions, are sub- 
ject to destructive uses and denudation. Prohibi- 
tive laws, theoretically at least, can protect game 
from being slaughtered and fish from being caught, 
but they cannot provide places for safe breeding 
and spawning. , 

Scientists state, says Hawes, that black tens:

for, having accepted these terms of 
armistice, it will be impossible for 
the German command to renew it. 


“It is not now possible to assess 
the cons:.-quénces of this great con- 
Summation. We know only that 
this tragical war, whose consuming 
flames swept from one nation to 
another until all the world was on 
fire, is at an end, and that it was 
the privilege of our own people to 
enter it at its most critical juncture 
in such fashion and in such force 
as to contribute, in a way of which 
we Bve all deeply proud, to the 
great result. We know, too, that 
the object of the war is attained; 
the object upon which all free men 


‘had set their hearts; and attained 


with a sweeping completeness 
which even now we do not realize. 
Armed imperialism such as the 
men conceived who were but yes- 
terday the masters of Germany is 
at an end, its illicit ampitions en- 
gulfed in black disaster. Who will 
now seek ta revive it? The arbi- 
trary power of the military caste of 
Germany which once\could stcretly 
and of its own single choice disturb 
the peace of the world is discredit- 
ed and destroyed. And more than 
that—much more than that—has 
been accomplished. The great na- 
tions which associated themselves 
to destroy it have now definitely 
united in the-common purpose to 
set up such a peace as will.satisfy 
the longing of the whole World for 
disinterested justice, embodied in 
settlements which are based upod 
Something much better and more 
lasting than the selfish competi- 
i interests of powerful" states. 
There is no longer conjecture as to 
the objects the victors ~have in 
mind. They have a mind in the 
matter, not only, but a heart also. 
Their avowed and concerted pur- 
pose is to satisfy and protect the 
weak as well as to accord their just 
rights to the strong. 


“The humane temper and inten- 
tion of the victorious Governments 
have already been manifested in a 
very practical way. ‘Their repre- 
sentatives in the Supreme War 
Council at Versailles have by unan- 
imous resolution assured the peo- 
ples of the Central Empires that 
everything that is possible in the 
circumstances will be done to Sup- 
nly them with food and relieve the 
distressing want that is in so many 
piaces threatening their very Iives; 
and steps are to be taken*imme- 
diately to organize these efforts at 
relief.in the same systematic man- 
ner that they were organized in 
the case of Belgium. By the use 
of the. idle tonnage of the Central 
Empires it ought preséntly to be 
possible to ift the fear of utter 
misery fro heir oppressed popu- 
lations and set their minds and 
energies free from the great and 
hazardous tasks of political recon- 
structjon which now face them on 
every hand. Hunger does not breed 
reform; it breeds madness and all 
the ugly tempersB that make an 
ordered life impossible. 

“For with the fall of the ancient 


incubus on the peoples of the Cen- 
tral Empires, has come political 
changes not merely, but revolution; 
and revolution which seems as yet 
to assume no final and ordered 
form, but to run. from one fluid 
change to another, until/thoughtful 
men are forced to ask themselvés. 
with what governments and of what 
sort are we about to deal in the 
making of the covenant of neace? 
With what authority will they meet 
us, and with what assurance that 
their authority wijl abide and sus- 


rangements into which we are 
about to enter? There is here 
matter for no small anxiety and 
misgiving. When peace is made. 
upon. whose premises and engage- 
ments besides our own is it to 
rest? 


“Let us he perfectly frank with 
ourselves and admit that these 
questions cannot be satisfactorily 
answered now or at once. But the 
moral is not that there is little hope 
of an early answer that will suf- 
fice. It is only that we must be 
patient and helpful and mindful 
above all of the great hope and 
confidence that lie at the heart of 
what is taking place. Excesses ac- 
complish nothing. Unhafpy Russia 
has furnished ‘abundant recent 
proof of that. Disorder immediate- 
ly defeats itself. If excesses should 
occur, if disorder should for a time 
raise its head, a sober second 
thought will follow and a day of 
copstructive action, if we help and 
do not hinder. The present and all 
that it holds belong te the nations 
and the peoples who presreve their 
self-control and the orderly proc- 
esses of their Governments, the fu- 
ture to those who prove themselves 
the true friend of mankind. To 
conquer with arms is to make only 
a temporary conquest; to conquer 
the world by earning its.esteem is 
to make permanent conquest. I 
am confident that the nations that 
have iearned the discipline. of free- 
dom and that have asaettled wit? 
self-possession to its ordered prac- 
tice are now about to make con- 
quest of the world by the sheer 
power of example and of friendly 
helpfulness. 

“The peoples who have but just 
come out from under the yoke of 
arbitrary government and who are 
now coming at last into their free- 
dom will never find the treasures of 
liberty they are in search of if 
they look for them by the light of 
the torch. They will find that ev- 
ery pathway that is stained with

Plea for Review of Cases 
Of War-Time Offenders 


Continued From Paze 1B. 


letter to Secretary Weeks. Part of 
the draft follows: | 
“Hon. John W. Weeks, 
“Washington, ©. 
. “We appreciate the fact that 
barly in 1919 the cases of military 
prisoners were reviewed by a4 
board of officers in the Judge Ad- 
vocate-General’s office, but our 
counsel is of the opinion that many 
of the men who are serving ‘sen- 
tences imposed for the most Seri- 
ous offenses’ are not in any sense 
of the word criminals and would 
be good citizens if ge the oppor- 
tunity. : 

“The aljgged dvinsion: for “which 
these men were. convicted were 
committed under abnormal condi- 
tions, and the men were defended 
in many cases by young officers 
who had no knowledge whatever 
of legal proceedings. 

“The fact that the President has 
seen fit to commute the sentences 
of some of these men from life im- 
prisonment to 20 years and in some 
cases again to 10 years, we believe 
bears out our contention that, if 
the cases are given an impartial, 
fair review, many of the men con- 
victed ‘for the most serious of- 
fenses’ would have their sentences 
so reduced as to permit them to 
again become constructive mem- 
bers of society. 


Unbiased Review Wanted. 

‘We. believe thai in order to 
give these cases an unbiased and 
entirely fair review, the board 
should be composed of men who 
served during the World War 
overseas, and who are therefore fa- 
miliar with the condition under 
which the men were living and the 
temptations to which they were 
subjected. .We believe that in 
times of war heavy sentencés are 
not only justified in cases of crime, 
but are absolutely essential to the 
maintenance of discipline. But we 
also believe that after the heat and 
passion of war have passed the men 
who were tried under abnormal. 


up in a dark room. Two soldiers 
were struck and one is said to have 
died. Rappmund maintained to 
Elton that the courtmartial was 
prejudiceq because he wag of Ger- 
man parentage. 

Another case was of Clarence L. 
Massey, a Marine, who was first 
given a life sentence which was 
later reduced to 20 years, on con- 
viction for murder. Massey told 
Elton that he had been drinking 
with friends, that there was ‘a 
brawl, and that he did not remem- 
ber what happened after that. The 
officers at the barracks said he 
would be eligible for parole after 
serving a thirg of his sentence of 
20 years. 

Another man who is still serving 
a life sentence is Charles R. Payne. 
He was charged with having mur- 
dered a companion after a drinking 
bout. He maintained in a notation 
on his record that he had been 
struck over the head with a steel 
helmet and that he didn’t remem- 
,ber any shooting. He claimed that 
he had no weapon at the time. 

Two cases, though not arising 
from the World War, are those of 
Vernie E. Spires and Frank Hos- 
kins, both still youths, aacording to 
the record, who were convicted of 
stealing blankets in the Philip- 
pine Islands. These blankets were 
worth $2000 and the boys were 
given 15 years each. The officers, 
however, stated that since -they 
would be eligible to parole after 
fiive years, and since the policy 
had been for leniency in the case 
of young men, they would probatfly 
be releaseq'on the one-third good 
conduct time rule. 

The officers’ were also inclined 
to take a lenient view of the case 
of Oscar Johnson, negro, who was 
given life for murder of another 
negro soldier. Johnson claimed 
that he had been drinkirg in a 
French cafe and had asked the 
other negro to step a little to the 
side so he could get to the bar. He 
contendeq that the other negro 


conditions should have their caseS\ struck him twice and followed him 


reviewed regardless of the nature 
of their crimes, and we believe it 
would be well if the cases were 
reviewed by men who were taken 
into the service from civilian life. 

“We note that the 10 cases cited 
in your letter of Jahn. 26 are all for 
desertion, and that eight of the 
sentences are due to expire in 1924, 
one in 1926 and one in 1927. : If 
fhere were no other cases than 
these coming under the class for 
which we ask a review, we would 
perhaps feel no serious obligation 
in requesting action, but there are 
men serving life sentences in the 
Federal penitentiary partly because 
of a human weakness whieh under 
abnormal conditions caused them 
to make a mistake, and partly be- 
cause they have had no friends’on 
the outside who could bring their 
cases to the attention of the Presi- 
dent for individual] consideration. 
We believe these men are entitled 
to consideration as a class, and it 
is for that reason that we are ask- 
ling the appointment of a board to 
review all cases serving in our pris- 
®ns at the present time as a result 
of military courtsmartial -during 
the World War.” 


Prison Officials’ Attitude.

‘In other instances the military 
records showed that the prisoners 
had been convicted of other of- 
fenses during the war.

that only the most serious offend+ 
ers were sent to the Feceral Peni- 
tentiary or the disciplinary bar- 
racks. In’ fefutation of the state- 
ments of Mrs. H. H. McClure of 
the National Association of War 
Mothers that men were sentenced 
from 10 years to life in the Federal 
Penitentiary for crimes ranging 
from impudence to officers to mur- 
ere they cited the fact that only a 
soldier guilty of a common law fel- 
ony could be sentenced to the Fed- 
eral prison, while the highest gen- 
ence a courtmartial could give for 
the most serious insubordination 
to the officer was two years at the 
‘barracks. 

The officers also refuted the ar- 
gument that the prisoners should 
be shown leniency because 
prison records were “pertect.” Ac- 
cording to them 98 per cent of the 
prisoners at the disciplinary bar- 
racks have this record. The other

posed civilian board as unneces- 
sary welcomed inquiry regarding 
their prisoners, many of whom 
have been transferred from. the 
Federal penitentiaries to their ju- 
risdiction. 

At first they maintained that the

Some of the Cases. 

One case was of Albert Rapp- 
mund, who was convicted of man- 
slaughter and given 30 years’ sen- 
tence, which was later reduced to 
15 years. Rappmund claimed that 
on return from guard duty on a 
transport his rifle was accidentally

Inspection of’ Records. 

At least once a year the records 
of all prisoners in the disciplinary 
barracks are reviewed, with the

The 
officers maintained that a similar 
inspection is made yearly of mili- 
tary prisoners in the Federal peni- 
tentiary with the same idea in 
mind.

Of the 136 pictures obtained from 
the Vicar-General many were orig- 
inals. Others were replicas painted 
by the artists themselves’and al- 
most as valuable.

The collection on the whole was 
a wonderful one, says Father Ger- 
rer.

“Soul mates’’ have put aside worldly things 
and have toiled barefoot with the eccentric 
“philosopher” in search of “perfect under- 
standing.” ‘‘Mental mates’’ have,sawed wood 
‘ang performed the menial duties of farm la- 
borers in order to “work out their problems” 
with their teacher. Some of these have gained 
the experience or spiritual uplift or whatever 
{twas they seught and have gone their sep- 
arate ways. Others, however, have remained, 
apd, having remained, are taking occasion 
to get acquainted with the new “mate’’ who 
has just arrived to live among them. 

This new mate, be it said, occupies a status 
somewhat strange and unconventional—un- 
conventional for April Farm, that is. For she 
is a legal mate, and it is to be feared that 
attention to legality in connubial alliances has 
mHt been one of April Farm's virtues in the 
past. She believes in marriage, in having large 
families and in upholding other such “old- 
fashioned” institutions.

Her 
house dress of plain material was spattered 
with suds and her face was flushed from the 
unaccustomed labor. It was noted with some 
interest, however, that in spite of April Farm's 
penchant for ‘living close to the soil, she 
was not attired for that personal contact with 
it which bare feet afford. A remark ven- 
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‘tured on this departure from mately custom 


brought a decisive response. 


No Bare Feet or Free Love for Her | | 
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“No, I new the Hine there,” she told the 
reporter. “I am willing to live on my hus- 
band’s wages, to do the housework and get 
along with simple clothing, but I won’t go 
without shoes. And you can tell the world I 
don't believe in free love either. I know all 
about washing and bringing up children and 
what not, but about free love -well, if you 
want to know about that you had better ask 
the people in the shanty out there. In this 
house we believe in marriage,” she added as 
she began to put her little son’s tiny clothes 
through the wringer. The little son, heir to 
the Garland millions his father had aban- 
doned, was cooing in the most primitive back- 
to-nature cradle imaginable, built of wood 
from the forest adjqining the camp, and a 
small daughter was playing in the kitchen. 

“Every woman should marry and have lots 
of children,”’ the mother declared as she sur- 
veyed her third child through the window. “A 
house without children is nothing, and a wife 
should be with her husband regardless of ob- 
stacles. As for washing and other housework, 
they are things that have to be done, and I 
think a woman should love her husband 
enough to do them for him. That's the way 
I feel about it and that is why I came back 


here.” 
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In the shanty nearby where Garland lives 
and “teaches’’ his free-love mates, the corre- 
spondent found his two latest disciples. Both 
are bobbed-haired blondes, young and fairly 
good-looking. Alice Egerton, the “Quaker 
mate,’’ was scrubbing the floor of the “bDe- 
loved philosopher’s’’ abode and Bettina Hovey 
was busying herself ‘with the morning chores. 
Both wore plain gingham aprons and were 
without shoes or stockings. 


Mystery of the Barefoot Blondes 
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Just who these girls are and where they 
came from, nobody seems to know precisely 
and they, themselves, wor’t tell very definite- 
lv. Their names are admittedly assumed. It 
is said in some quarters that Garland met 
them on one of his sojourns in Greenwich 
Village, but that is hearsay. Bettina says 
she is a Boston girl and Alice claims to have 
come from Philadelphia. They do all sorts 
of manual labor abput the farm, saving Gar- 
land the price of a couple of hired men while 
they are working out their “spiritual salva- 


.tion’’ and acquiring a better understanding of 


human nature, as they put it. 


But if there is jealousy or resentment be- 
cause of Mrs. Garland’s presence in their 
midst it is not apparent.” They are glad she 
has joined the colony, they say, because Gar- 
land “is not so sad now.” They visit her in 
the bungalow and all agree on everything but 
one point. That is free love. Mrs. Garland 
feels that they will have to get along without 
her support in this, and it appears they are 
getting along with little difficulty. 

Of course, the correspondent’s visit to” the 
camp wasn’t complete until he had got a look 
at Garland, too. He gotit. Garland was out- 
side getting ready for his day’s labor on a 
neighbor's wood pile. Unshaven, unkempt, in 
the dirtiest and roughest of corduroys and old- 
est red sweater, the 27-year-old theorist who 
had found it intolerable to enjoy riches earned 
by others, was a picture that perhaps his mas- 
ter, Tolstoy, would have enjoyed. 

die is still agreeable and frank, as he was 
when reporters used to question him about 
his soul mates and his discarded wealth. Ac- 
cording to his view, there is no reason in the 
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world why he cannot live his own life as he 
chooses in his°secluded colony among his 
mates and his wife, if she cares to share his 
humble quarters with him. He sees nothing 
at all unusual in his actions, and asserts, as 
before his belief that the whole universe would 
be better off if men and women went in for 
his simple way of supporting themselves in 
the country by their own efforts.

Probably there is not in the whole country 
another farmer: of 30 acres who attracts as 
much public notice as does Garland. As will 
be remembered, he first acquired notoriety in 
November of 1920 when administrators, set- 
tling up the estate of his father, the late 
James A. Garland, found the young man flatly 
refusing to have anything to do with his 
share, which totaled considerably above a mil- 
lion. At first he refused even to accept it with 
a view to giving it away again. Mere han- 
dling of wealth he had not earned, he insisted, 
was contaminating. 

“Tt haven't the slightest interest in what be- 
comes of the money,’’ he told the administra- 
tors who sought to reason with him. “If the 
trustees who have it devote it to their own 
uses I shall not protest. I would no more ac- 
cept the inheritance of my father than you 
would accept stolen cattle. It is against the 
teachings of Christ and against my moral be- 
liefs. The money is not mine: I did nothing 
to earn it. My belief came to me as no sudden 
inspiration. It has been forming for years 
and I have realized the hollowness of wealth. 
I realized long ago that I would be better off 
without the money if. I could make my moral 
beliefs master of my desire for luxury.” 


Later He Changed His Mind 


And having thus stated his position, the 
penniless millionaire stuck to it for months. 
Some time later there was a slight modifica- 
tion in his-views. Whether it was considera- 
tion for his wife and children or the protests 
of the trustees at being left with his responsi- 
bilities on their hands that effected the change 
was not made clear, but, anyway, he finally 
decided to accept the bequest. Then he 
promptly got rid of it. A stim of $200,000 
was settled upon his wife and children and the 
remainder, amounting to about $800,000 after 
taxes and debts had been paid, was placed 
in the hands of a group of Greenwich Village 
liberal thinkers who incorporated as the 
“American Fund for Public Service” 
for the purpose of receiving it.

The other half of the tragedy has been 
told in two different ways. They amount to 
the same thing in the end. According to one, 
Johnson was visiting a business acquaintanee 
downtown when -he heard what had _hap- 
pened. He went to his home and his room 
and shot himself within 20 minutes after Mrs. 
Harding had ended her life. He died early 
next morning. 


According to the other story, Johnson and 
Mrs. Harding had had an interview in the 
morning of June 22, in the course of whieh 
they agreed to die at the same moment. John- 
son had arranged to send her a revolver and 
to keep one like it himself. The shots were to 
be fired-at exactly 4:15 o'clock in the after- 
noon. LEarly-in the afternoon, it is said, John- 
son’s chauffeur delivered a package to: 
Harding home, which it was afterward 
learned contained the revolver. At the ap- 
pointed time, Mrs. Harding carried out her 
part of the agreement. As old Mammy Maria 
ran into the room, the telephone rang and 
Johnson's voice demanded, ‘Let me speak to 
Mrs. Harding quick!”’ 

“You can’t,” he was told. ‘“‘She is dead.” 

“My heavens, she has done it!’’ cried the 
voice in the -telephone. 


Then Johnson Ended His Life. 


A.moment later, in the Johnson home, 
Johnson sent a bullet into his own heart. He 
lived long enough to tell his brother of his 
devotion to Mrs. Harding and to ask him to 
let it be known that she was the best of wom-, 
en and their relations were blameless.

They were delivered to the 
addressees without being opened by the au- 
thorities and their contents’ were learned by 
the public. , 

The feeling of horror which the tragedies 
inspired in Birmingham was followed by pity, 
then by silence. The monument with the fig- 
ure of the weeping woman rose in the cemé- 
tery and Mr. Harding and his children pres- 
ently went to Washington where he became 
Governor of the Federal Reserve Bank. 


Girls Became Belles of Capital 


The little girls grew up, lovely and attrac- 
tive. Elizabeth, a belle in Washington s0- 
ciety, married Frederick H. Prince Jr., @ 
young aviator, formerly of the Lafayette Es- 
cadrille, in 1917, a month after they became 
acquainted. Last March she obtained a di- 
vorce from him in Paris, and it/was reported 
she and Eugene Van Rensselaer Thayer, for- 
mer president of the Chase National Bank of 
New York City, whose wife had been given @ 
divorce in Paris on the same day, had eloped. 

Harding and Thayer denied: this, however. 
Later both Thayer and Mrs. Prince returned 
to America. They were married in Boston last 
June.

Margaret, ‘meanwhile, had grown to be a 
beauty almost more dazzling than her mother.

SCULPTURE FOR STATE 
CAPITOL ACCEPTED 


Figures by Robert Aitken to 
Adorn Main Exterior 
Entrance. 


Sketches. made by Robert Ait- 
ken. noted New York sculptor, of 
figures to adorn the “cheek blocks” 
on either side of the main exterior 
entrance of the State Capitol, have 
been accepted by the Capitol Deco- 
rations Commission, it was an- 
nounced yesterday by Arthur A. 
Kocian, the commission’s secretary. 
The figures, which will be of 
bronze, are of a man, representing 
the Mississippi River, And of a 
woman, depicting the Missouri, 
photographic reproductions of 
which appear in the rotogravure 
section of the Post-Dispatch today. 
Each figure is to be 7 feet high 
and 15 feet long, and will rest on @ 
32-inch . bronze pedestal. The 
sketches were made from miniature 
models of clay, made by Aitken at 
his studio, and were accepted only 
after the commission had made @ 
journey to New York to inspect 
the original clays. 

Description of the Figures. 

The figure of the man, to be on 
the right of the entrance, is fn a sit- 
ting postUre, his right arm clasped 
about the scepter of Mercury, de- 
noting commerce, while beneath it, 
overflowing, rests the horn of plen- 
ty. With his right hand he grasps 
the rudder of navigation. A croco- 
dile reposes at the figure’s foot, 
while at its rear ie a sea dolphin, 
telling the story of the Mississip- 
pi's course through the South, and 
its junction with the sea. 

The woman, ‘“‘Missouri,” is seated 
between a sheaf of wheat and a 
corn stalk, an arm about each 
grain, symbolic of the giver’s prox- 
imity to both. A tortoise, signifi- 
cant of inland waters, crawls at 
her feet, and laying near her is a 
buffalo skull, telling its story of 
the plains. An interesting dnd deft 
depiction of the close relationship 
of the two rivers is the facial 1e- 
semblance of the figures. 

The bronze pedestals, in bas re- 
lief, are decorated alike, though 
what appears as the front adorn- 
ment on one, appears as the rear 
relief on the other, and the end 
decorations are likewise inverted. 
The front relief of the “Missis- 
sippi’ pictures the sun drawing wa- 
ter from the rivers: the relief at 
the front of the “Missouri” is a 
depiction of water being drawn 
from the_ice by the sun's rays. One 
side decoration symbolizes the 
earth dividing’ and xiving up 
springs, the other the man, wom- 
an, horse and dog of animal life. 

Other Work of Aitken. 

Aitken, one of America’s most 
widely known. sculptors, has done 
busts of dramatists, actors, states- 
men and Presidents, among them 
Henry Arthur Jones, Augustus 
Thomas, David Warfield and Presi- 
dent Taft, and monuments to Bret 
Harte and President McKinley, 
argong many others. 

The acceptance of Aitken’'s 
sketchés nearly completes the con- 
tracting of the capitol’s exteriar 
decorations contemplated at the 
present time. The frieze over the 
imain entrance, the work of BStir- 
hing Calder of New York, is nearing 
completian, sketches for the frieze 
on the Missouri River side of the 
building have been accepted, and 
the pediment decoration has been 
contracted to Adolph Weinman. A 
sketch of Ceres, goddess of t 
harvest, to ornament the top of tie 
dome, has been submitted by Sher- 
ry Fry, New York sculptor, and 
also has been accepted by the com- 
mission.

A painting by Oscar E. Berning- 
haus, St. Louis representative in 
the colony of artists which gathers 
at Taos, N. M., each summer to 
paint Indian life, has been selected 
by the Italian Government for ex- 
hibition at Venice at its biennial 
exposition of art, beginning in 
June. Sixty American pictures have 
been selected. 

The Berninghaus picture was 
observed by the committee repre- 
senting the Italian Government 
while it was on exhibition last 
month at the annual national exhi- 
bition in the Corcoran galleries in 
Washington.

$14,590,000 Appropriated for 
Naval Aviation—$30,000,-— 
000 for Completing Vessels. —

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—The an- 
nual naval appropriation bill car- 
rying $271.942,867, of which $36,- 


000,000 would be available for com- 
pleting more than a score of Ves- 
sels now under’ construction, was 
reported today by the House ADp- 
propriations Committee. The total 
is $4,453,000 less than budgtt eat!- 
mates and $23,024,000 less than 
the amount allotted to the Navy 
by Congress a year ago 

. The bill provides $117, 000,000 
tor pay, enough to keep the navy 
at its present strength of 6469 offi. 
cers and 86,000 enlisted men dur- 
ing the fiscal year beginning July 
1, next. Provision also is made 
for 1002 officers and 19,500 enlist- 
ed men in the Marine Corpe—the 
present strength. 

Less Money for Aviation. 

For aviation, the bill carries 
$14,590,000. or $57,174 ‘less than 
last year's appropriation. The 
committee explained that it had 
slashed $410,000 from the budget 
estimate for aviation because of & 
development program recommoend- 
ed at Pearl sce r, Hawall, and 
Coco Solo, Canal’ Zone, which haa 
not been authorized by law.

N AN old cepybook used by Lincoln at the 
age of 14, and still preserved, is scratched 
in a boyish hand: 
Abraham Lincoln 
his hand and pen. — 
- He will be good but 
God knows when. | 
A good lad the young Abraham always was in 


the manly sense of that term, but in the copybook, 


‘““goody-goody” sense, meyer! He was already, as a 
boy, just as he continued to be as a man, far too 
much of an all-round human being for that. Seldom 
indeed has the dictum that “the boy is father to the 
man” had more striking preof than im Lincoln's case. 
He dared to do all that does become a boy. “Abe was 
right out in the woods about as soon as he was 
weaned,” his cousin and schoolmate, Dennis Hanks, 
tells us, “fishin’ im the crick, settin’ traps fur rab- 
bjts an’ muskrats, goin’ on coon hunts with Tom an’ 
me an’ the dogs; follerin’ up bees to find bee trees, 
an’ drappin corn for his pappy. Mighty interestin’ 
life fur a boy.” * © ® 

But, like all good sportsmen, he. hated deliberate 
cruelty, and his first childish compositions at school 
were written in protest against such boyish deviltry 
as catching terrapins and putting coals of fire 6n 
their backs. 


Hunting ran in the family. His father, Tom Lin- 


coin, though a good carpenter when he-had a mind 
to it, was much better at-hunting than at either 
rarpentering or farming, and Abe’s Uncle Mordecai 
had been a famous hand with his gun since, when 
a mere lad, he had shot the Indian who had mur- 
dered his father and was making off to the wéods 
with his. little brother Tom, then a child of 4. 

Indeed, on his father’s side, humble and poverty- 
stricken as their immediate circumstances were, 
Abraham Lincoln came by a rich inheritance of 
character. His father’s family for generations had 
been wealthy ircnmasters, with the virility. and the 
sifts for organizing and ruling their fellows which 
irenmasters have ever been called on to possess. 
Though his own father happened to be shiftless and 
devil-me-care, albeit a kind husband and father for 
all that, this family virility ran strong in his son 
Abraham’s blood, and with it an ambition to-be and 
do something in the world. 

[In this determination he had his motherfor a de- 
voted ally. There wasn't much that poor Nancy 
‘Tanks could do for him, hard-working pioneer house- 
wife that she was, but it was at her knee that he 
learned his letters and listened to the Bible stories, 
fairy tales and country legends which did much to 
Jetermine the cast of his mind. When she died and 
his father took another wife, Sarah Johnston. the

shore —A recent tragedy involved 
the loss of seven U. S. Navy de- 
stroyers and 23 lives—And latest 
theorist holds that the Sierra Ne- 
vada mountains are to blame! :: 


HE long series of mysterious wrecks 


along the American shore of the Pa-. 


cific Ocean, that “‘graveygrd of ships,”" 
may have found its solution at last. 
From Vancouver Island, in British Co- 
lumbia, to the Gulf of Lower Califor- 
nia, extends the danger strip. And 
upon reefs, islands, isolated rocks and the shore 


» itself. hundreds of ships have come to grief. 


Year by year, the battered old hulks. of the 
wrecked ships break up and disappear, sometimes 
not a trace finally temaining of the catastrophe 
which happened there. 

In scores of these disasters the story is the same 
—the commanding officers believed that they were 
miles from land or from any danger when the crash 
occurred, at night or in fog, and the unfortunate 
vessel’s doom was sealed. 

The situation is faintly suattsleatet of the. sirens 


of ancient legend, such as those. whose coaxing 


voices fell harmless ugh the stopped ears of. Ulysses 
and his companions as the Greeks sailed past the 
dangerous shore to which the sirens would have 
lured them. | 

A sudden plunge from supposed safety to ship- 


wreck was the fate which the*sirens tried to bring © 


upon seafarers when the world was young. It is 
just that kind of a fate which has overtaken many 
stout vessels along our western coast. But the siren 
of the Pacific, as an investigator in California be- 
lieves he has disclosed her, js silent, invisible and 
furtive. \ 
Perhaps the most spectacular of all these strange 
maritime tragedies was - 
the one enacted on the 
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Pacific Ocean or have been in distress. On Oct. 9, 
six steamers were. wrecked in one day along the 


coast, leaving 110 men adrift in small boats, besides 


a tanker which was missing, with 32 officers.and 
crew. 


On the very day of the disaster to the destroyers 


the liner Cuba, bound from Balboa to San Francisco, 
went on the rocks off the California coast, her pas- 
sengers and crew being rescued from open boats. 
Then. the tanker Hoven of the U. 8. Shipping Board 
went down, and still later the steamship Flavel ee 
up on Pebble Beach, Cal. 

All these wrecks have been mysterious, Mostly 
they occurred during periods of low visibility, bu 
when compass, map and log indicated that the shi 
was on her proper course. Only—she wasn’t, as 
proven by theediscovery when it was too late that 
the vessel ‘had gone miles closer to the shore than 
was intended. Result, anothef unexplained wreck. 

When the steamer Santa Rosa plunged upon the 
rocks, a bright moon.was shining, and the com- 
pass directions had been followed accurately. When 
a -big, four-masted ship laden with pig iron struck 
& sand reef, never to be floated again, her captain 
had believed they. were 10 miles from shore, 


And the record of these strange wrecks runs back 


to the sixteenth century, when search began for the 
“Straits of Arian.” Ships of all kinds and of all 
sizes have gone to smash upon the rocks of our 
western coast. In 1772, a whole fleet of merchant 
vessels on a voyage from China was wrecked off the 
coast of Oregon. 

Perhaps two ships on the Pacific coast to one 
on the Atlantic coast have undergone this form of 
shipwreck—and.the difference would be much larg- 


er if measured in the ratio of shipping which sails 


along the tw@ coasts. Yet the Pacific received its 
name from its placidity, as compared withthe other 
ocean! . cs
